Chinese Merchants’ ‘Views. 

The volume. of British mer- 
chandise arriving in Canton yer- 
terday morning was smaller than 
usual. A number of.lots on one 
or two of the boats had to be 
brought back to Hong Kong mere- 
ly because'no coolies went to the 
ships to take delivery.

Tolerated. 


ANALYSIS OF CONFUSED ISSUES. 
Background Of F Troubles In 1925 


Politics. 


, (By “LE Chur Chung-yin."} 

Well may the peoples ofboth 
Hong Kong and Cantdn wonder 
why a new boycott against Bri- 
tish goods ‘should have been in- 
stituted on Thursday when. the 
real issue is clouded behind~ a 
welter of confusion which. can 
only be analysed superficially. 

Even newcomers to Hong Kong 
must have heard of the critical 
times of 1925 and 1926 during 
which the Colony suffered to an 
incalculable extent from a general 
strike followed by. a boycott 
moet took the form of a-block- 
ade 

Everybody knows that the 
Chinese’ also suffered and that}: 
trade in “Canton was adversely 
affected. © 

Why then should the boycott 
be revived now? 

Government Recognition. 

No matter whether boycott, 

blockade, embargo or interfer- 
ence’ is the most appropriate 
name for this week’s occurrences 
at Canton, it should be recognised 
that the movement is not new. 
' The institution’ behind the 
seizure of British goods was form- 
ed last year. Its name in Chinese 
can be rendered as the “Associa- 
tion for the Severance of Econo- 
mic Relations with the British.’’|, 
“Anti-British Boycott 
Society” is the more commonly 
used term. 

This Association is recognised 
by the Canton Government but 
the measure of help given by the 
authorities is very small, 


,Gone-Before, +. 


Bolshevik ‘teaching, 


agitators in Canton engineered a 
general strike in Hong Kong in 
June, 1925, using as a pretext in- 
cidents at Shanghai and Shameen 
which had no connection with this 
Colony. 

Protracted negotiations did not 
bring. about a settlement. ' Argu: 
ments were advanced on both 
sides, throwing considerable 
light on the-attitude adopted at 
the time. -No purpose is served 
‘by going into the alleged pros 


.]and cons but, in reviewing the 


present outbreak, it is necessary 
to visualise what has gone before. 

After a very trying ‘period, the 
Canton Government ‘annouriced 
through Mr. | Eugene Chen, the 
then Foreign’ Minister, that the 
}strike would be “called off.” 
Long before that date, the great- 
er majority of Chinese employees 
had returned to Hong Kong. . 

' “Economic Weapon.” 

Mr. Chen. said that the decision 
had been arrived at owing to the 
Nationalist scope having been ex- 
tended to the Yangtsze and the 
resulting change in the National- 
ist -outlook, adding that the 
“economic weapon” would be re- 
tained. - 

- It has not been denied that. the 
Boycott: Society came into being 
through Government inspiration.

MARKET CHAOTIC. 


London, Yesterday. _ 

The Cotton Yatn ‘Association 
has withdrawn all restrictions on 
the production and . prices’ of 

American spinnings. 

- The announcement came like a 
bombshell. The situation of the 
market is chaoti: and business 
has been seriously affected. Mer- 
chants have refused to place im- 
portant contracts owing to de- 
finite indications that a recurrence 
of undercutting is imminent.. 

The trouble arose from a small 
minority outside the Association 
capturing all the available trade 
because-the Association members 
were tied down to minimum prices 
and short time working.—Reuter. 


’ RAILWAYMEN AND . 
CO-PARTNERSHIP. 


Complaints concerning the pri- 
vileged position of workers in the 
sheltered trades have been vacal 


‘Jonly in other than labour circles. 


It is difficult to believe, however, 
that the craftsmen engaged in 
producing. goods for the export 
market, or in our shipyards, can 
be other than dissatisfied with 
the contrast ‘between the mo- 
derate and perhaps precarious 
return they reap by the exercise 
of, it may be, special skill, and 
the assured and substantial. re- 
ward received ‘by relatively un- 
skilled: labour. 
by far the most’. important of 
these sheltered industries, and as 
Parliament has prescribed that 
wage rates are to be regarded as 
a fundamental factor in the fix- 
ing of freight charges, it is a 
matter of direct concern to every 
other ‘trade that labour costs per 
ton transported shall be substan- 
tially reduced. This appears to 
be recognised by the men them- 
selves, and whilst they are very 
naturally indisposed t6’a revision 
downwards of ‘wage rates, the 
conference between the manage- 
ment’ of the London Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway 
Company and-the-representatives 
of the men, indicates that the 
railway unions .are prepared’: to 
help in increasing the efficiency 
of the service. 
rangements are being -made for 
periodical conferences on railway 
matters to be held in the princi- 
pal towns, at which suggestions 
may be brought forward and 
discussed. This extension of the 
functions of the local sectional 
and railway councils appears to 
have been contemplated by the 
framers of the Railways Act of 
1921, ‘as: the | consideration of 
methods. of organisation, of la- 
bour-saving appliances, and of 
questions of efficiency generally, 
was definitely included as one 
object to be pursued in. addition 
to that of conciliation. . By their 
action the railway unions 
seem to be_ definitely” re- 
garding themselves as CcO-p!

Moreover, as Sir Cecil Clementi 
pointed out in the 
Council, the boycott was “main- 
tained to the detriment chiefly of 
their own (the Chinese) country- 
men.” 

If pressed, the Boycott Society. 
might be able to produce tangible 
proof of a large and influential 
membership, although ‘it is com- 
posed mainly of riff-raff and suc- 
cessors of Strike officials. The 
reason behind this also explains 
why their piekets are still toler- 
ated to-day. It is because’ both 
the Chinese merchant and work- 
er does not wish to face the an- 
tagonism of an institution. which, 
being the legacy of Bolshevik in- 
trigue, possesses a degree of dar- 
ing when it knows the ground is 
clear. A merchant will .rather

When the Prince of Wales is in 
Leicestershire, he ‘generally ap- 
pears in the huntingfield three or 
four days in the week.

he is out, the field of riders ia 
alwaya incressed, running up, to 
260 or 300. Although always turn- 
ed-out in workmanlike style, he Is 
farthest from the typical Leices- 
tershire hunting dandy. 

‘As he joins the big, field of riders 
at the Meet, men who know him 
raise thelr hand “in formal salute 
exactly as they ‘would with one 
another, or answer his similar 
greeting. If a boy or -a rough 
countryman holds a gate open for 
him, the Prince is ready and 
sincere with his thanks, more so 
than the average rider. 

With the Hunt galloping away, he 
is aN for boldness and enthusiasm:

dozen or so who lead the way out 
of the great: crowd striving for a 
forward place.

- ‘A First-Class Rider. 

Accepting this English style ‘as 
the technique of the country, as one 
must, the Prince appears unques- 
tionably ag a first-class rider who 
has no more than his share of 
mishaps, considering the many, dar- 
ing chances he takes. He goes 
strong and ‘fast and straight and 
does not care to ride any horse that 
‘does not feel the same way about 
it. He even insists on horses that 
"take hold” with a will, His mounts 
sre always equipped with plain 
snaffle bits, instead of the “double” 
bridles which help a rider so, much 
more to curb a pulling horse. 

The true picture of the Prince on 
horseback shows a quiet, unassum- 
ing, ‘courteous and kindly young 
man, a capable and vigorous horse- 
man, whose youth and high spirits 
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bubble over as soon as hounds
